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PROBASCO 

Tho  Prob;>sco  family  cumo  from  Madrid,  Spain,  and  waa  a  family 
of  considerable  prominence  and  wealth.  They  became  converted  to  the 
Protestant  faith,  and  for  conscience1  sake,  gave  up  all  to  go  to  Holland, 
whore  they  might  be  with  people  of  tho  3ome  faith.  However,  in  lator 
yoaro,  thoy  doolded  to  anil  for  Aroerioa  with  other  Hollanders;  and  landed 
at  New  Amsterdam  in  165U.  ,     222'lfi'ift 

Tho  name  was  originally  3pelled  "Probusco",  "Probasko, "  and 
"Probasco." 

The  earliest  baptism  record  we  have  is  of  Christoffcl  JuriancQ 
Probasco,  the  comraon  ancestor  of  all  the  Probascos  in  America. 

In  Holland,  they  were  principally  clock  makers,  weavers,  farmers, 
and  market  gardeners. 

On  Long  Island,  they  lived  in  New  Lotts,  Flanders,  Jamaica,  and 
Lea's  Genealogy  speaks  of  a  deed  from  Tunis  Jans  Crovers  and  Thomas 
Lammcrse  to  Christoffel  Probasco,  being  the  first  recorded  in  Brooklyn. 
History  does  not  give  the  date  vhon  the  first  Probasco  left  Long  Island 
and  settled  in  New  Jersey,  but  wc  find  then  there  in  1701. 

It  may   seem  strange  why  so  many  of  the  I>itch  People  left  tho  towns 
and  villages  of  New  York,  and  the  society  of  their  relatives  and  friends 
between  16?0  and  1720,  when  there  was  so  much  unoccupied  land  close  by, 
Just  as  fertile  and  cheap  as  that  in  Monmouth,  Middlesex  and  Somerset  Counties, 
New  Jersey.  Monmouth  County >  at  that  time,  was  reached  from  Long  Island 
by  sailing  vessels,  generally  small  sloops.  They  of  course  were  dependent 
upon  the  winds  and  tides.  In  calms  or  contrary  winds,  a  sloop  might  be 
two  or  throe  days  in  making  the  passage.  In  winter,  vhen  the  bay  was 
covered  with  floating  ice  or  disturbed  by  violent  storms,  no  passage  was 
possible.  The  few  people  who  then  resided  in  Monmouth  County  were  of  a 


different  race  -'nd  language,  and  had  nothing  in  coi.imon  v/ith  the  Butch 
pcoplo  from  Long  Island.  The  country  here  wa3  little  more  than  a  howling 
wildcrnoss.  Uo  roads  which  roads  which  deserved  the  name,  but  more  tracks 
through  the  primeval  forests  over  the  old  Indian  Paths,  very  few  bridges,  and  no 
schools  or  churches  of  their  language  or  faith.  In  short,  none  of  the 
convienoos  of  civilised  life.   To  understand  this  migration,  one  uo'i.ld 
have  to  study  the  political  and  social  condition  of  affairs  in  the  province 

of  Now  York  at  that  period Just  before  1690,  tho  great  revolution 

had  occured  in  Lngland,  which  drove  King  Janes  into  lasting  exLlo,  and 
placed  on  the  tlirone  of  Great  Britain  the  Str  'dtholder  of  the  Dutch 
Republic,  William  of  Orange. 

Everything  in  England  was  in  confusion  and  they  had  no  time  to 
consider  the  affairs  of  a  little  colony  like  New  York,  some  three  thousand 

miles  away Jacob  Leislcr  v;as  chosen  to  administer  temporarily  the 

government  of  New  York  until  communication  could  bo  had  vdth  the  government 
of  Great  Britain.  This,  of  course,  would  require  from  four  to  five  months 
vdth  the  sailing  vessles  at  that  time. 

After  tho  execution  of  Governor ^..Leisler  in  16?1,  many  men  became 
alarned  and  the  young  men  about  to  leave  homo  and  make  a  settlement  else- 
where, lookeo  around  to  see  if  there  was  some  place  where  tiiey  would  be 
safe,  where  laws  would  be  equitably  administered,  and  where  there  would 
be  full  liberty  of  conscience  or  religious  wor3ldp.  New  Jersey  was  then 
governed  by  tho  proprietors.  They  had  offered  liberal  terras  to  all  persons 
who  would  settle  on  their  3a  nds,  for  without  inhabitants,  their  lands 
were  wortiilcss.  Some  of  these  proprietors,  like  the  merchants  in  London, 
were  influenced  solely  by  merceneary  considerations,  others,  like  William 
Pcnn  and  Robert  Barclay,  by  philanthropic  and  conscientious  motives. 
Robert  Barclay  of  Aberdean,  Scotland,  had  been  made  Governor  of  New  Jersey, 
He  was  brought  up  a  Quaker  or  Friend.  These  pi'ominent  Fritoda  were  the

A  Hollander,  also,  named  Aront  Sonamans,  and  his  son 
Pc'cr  Joni :  •■■ns,  after  l.'la  death,  una   a  proprietor  and  owned  thouaando  of 
acres  in  tJoaercet  and  iionmouth  Counties,  lie  was  well  known  to  liis  country- 
men In  New  iork  and  used  his  influence  to  direct  a  current  of  imi. deration 
to  Uxcsc  Counties. 

Tlie  Quarrels,  contentions  and  troubles  in  the  Dutch  Churches  in 
Kind's  County,  Long  Island,  from  17o£  to  171 U,  and  the  government  inter- 
ference with  then,  disgusted  many  of  the  Dutch  people  and  sent  the  young 
men  to  Hew  Jersey,  where  they  co>.id  worship  as  they  pleased, 

Early  Dutch  Settlers,  hew  Jersey,  P^ge  35. 
The  following  probably  refers  to  Christoffel  Juri-msc  Probasco, 
who  opposed  Governor  Loisler  in  1 690. 

In  1701,  a  Dutch  company  of  eight  persons  purchased  a  thousand 
acres  of  Ix  nd  in  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey,  in  what  is  now  r'ranlclin 
Twonship,  of  one  of  the  Jiast  Jersey  proprietors,  ULlliam  Dockora  or  John 
Harrison,  Among  those  eight  dutchmen  was  Stoffel  Probasco. 

The  Probascos  were  prominent  members  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church 
in  Somorsot,  elso  in  the  Church  at  Ilarlington,  New  Jersey,  formerly  called 
"Over  the  ;j.llstone"  indicating  apparently  thereby,  that  the  inhabitants 
of  that  region  had  previously  attended  church  at  Six  llile  Run.  The  Church 
at  Kills  tone  was  sometimes  called  Sourland,  in  all  records  before  1766 
and  1j  tor  on.  After  the  death  of  the  Elder  Rev.  Van  Harlingon,  out  of 
memory  for  him  and  to  distinguish  it  from  the  village  of  Millstone,  in  1801, 
it  became  incorporated  Harlingen.  It  was  in  this  church  that  four  of 
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Ciiri  sLuf\fcl  and  Sarah  AnmeiMan  Proba'v.o'c  children  were  baptized,   between 
the  ycira    \'\c!(   >  nd    \','}L.

Stopping  all  Processe  by  Law  Seizing  and  opening  all  our  letters  which 
we  either  receive  from  or  sent  to  any  parts  fearing  least  we  might  make  our 
case  known  to  your  sacred  Majesties  to  the  Manifest  ruin  of  our  Trade 
Scandallizing  and  abusing  our  Ministers  and  Rulers  of  the  Reformed  Churches 
here  seizing  Ye  Revenues  thereof  so  that  our  liberties  are  taken  away  our 
Religion  Sn   great  Danger  our  Estates  ruined  sev"  of  the  best  and  most  con- 
siderable Inhabitants  are  forced  to  retire  from  their  habitation -to  avoid 
their  fury  to  the  utter  ruin  of  their  Families. 

We  therefore  your  Majesties  most  dutiful  subjects,  knowing  your 
Majesties  Clemency  and  Justice  is  such  as  not  to  suffer  the  meanest  of  your 
Subjects  to  be  opprest  humbly  implore  your  Royal]  protection  and  Relief,  by 
sending  such  person  or  orders  speedily  among  us,  as  your  Majesties  in  your 
Royall  Breast  shall  find  most  convenient  not  doubting  but  to  share  in  these 
Princfily  favors  your  Majesties  have  so  bountifully  bestowed  on  all  your 
subjects. 

And  we  shall  continually  be  supplicants  at  the  Throne  of  Heaven 
tthat  the  King  of  Kings  would  HLesse  when  too  old  to  lire  to  crown  your 
hoary  Heads  with  Innortall  Crowns.

In  the  year  1687  July  2°,  on  Friday  evening,  appeared  before 

me  Johannes  Van  Ec  Kelan,  Clerk  here  in  Midwont,  and  the  undersigned  persons, 

the  persons  Stoffel  Probasco,  together  with  his  wife,  Lytie  Stryker,  who 

reflecting  upon  the  frailty  of  human  life,  and  the  certainty  of  death, 

but  the  uncertainty  of  its  coming  wishing  on  that  account,  while  they  are 

still  in  possession  their  minds  and  memories,  to  dispose  of  their  temporal 

goods  which  the  Lord  hath  entrusted  to  them  by  way  of  testraent  of  lasjt 

will,  in  the  following  manner. 

First: 

They  commend  their  souls,  being  seperated  from  the  body,  to 
their  Creator  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  theri  bodies  to  an  Honorable 
burial. 
Secondly ; 

They  testator  and  testatrix  both  wish  and  desire,  that  after  the 
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decease  of  the  first  surivor  shall  remain  in  full  possession  of 
all  real  and  person!  effects,  nothing  excepted,  only  that  the  eldest 
son  Jurian  Probasco  because  he  is  the  first  shall  have  in  advance  the  sum 
Of '--five  pounds  in  money  and  a  musket. 

Also  the  second  son  Jan  Probasco,  shall  in  preference  to  the 
following  sum  of  3  pounds  in  money  and  a  musket.   Further  these  two 
aforesaid  sons  together  with  the  other  brothers  and  sisters  when  they 
reach  the  age  of  twenty  years  shall  have  a  good  milch  cow. 

Thirdly; 

In  case  the  survivor  marries  again,  the  same  shall  be  bound  to 
furnish  the  guardian  an  inventory  of  aU  real  and  personal  effects,  so 
that  the  orphans  may  note  be  injured  in  their  rights,  to  which  guardianship, 
they  the  testators,  chose  the  persons  of  Abraham  Jorissen  and  Peter  Strykerj 
desire  and  wish  that  the  same  shall  have  good  administration  and  supervision 
over  the  children  left  by  the  first  to  die,  desiring  also  that  in  such 
quality  they  be  accepted  and  considered. 
Fourthly ; 

The  survivor  shall  bring  up  the  children  till  th<fcir  20th  year 
out  of  the  estate  that  is  left  so  far  as  possible. 

Fifthlyj. 

and  lastly  in  case  (by  remarrying  of  the  survivor  more  children 
may  be  procured  then  these  shall  equally  share  with  the  former  children  so 
far  as  regards  the  survivors  portion.)

His  name  appears  on  the 
census  of  I698. 

On  August  8,  1671,  he  bought  a  farm  of  19  morgens  in  Flatbush, 
between  the  farms  of  Jan  Strycker  and  Dirck  Jense  Vander  Vliet,  abutting 
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against  Culaer's  Flats,  of  "Thomas  Lammerse  and  Tunis  Janse  Coever3" 
(p.  90>,  Lib.  C. ,  Flatbush  Records.)   In  the  body  of  the  conveyance,  and  ids  name 
is  written  "Stoffel  Jurianse  Probaske".  This  farm  he  sold  in  February  h, 
I69Q,    to  Bartel  Classen  (p.U5,  Lib.  A.,  Flatbush  Records). 

In  1690,  he  opposed  the  administration  of  Govenor  Leisler.
